so  that  now  the  deiaand  is  even  higher  than  we  might  expect  frora  "normal 
market  processes."  The  increased  demand  for  lovj- income  housing,  and 
the  increased  rates  of  migration  are  signs  that  new  community  serv~ices 
are  needed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  nevj  population.   Thsy  are  also  a 
sign  that  a  center  must  provide  a  focus  and  a  forum  for  the  development 
of  a  living  coiTirriunity,  so  that  the  area  does  not  become  just  a  way- 
station  for  displaced  people. 

A.  Emigrants  from  Dorchester 

The  Jewish  community  was  estimated  to  be  5>500  in  Dorchester  in  I967. 
A  1967  study  of  the  comjnunity  said: 

In  the  mid- fifties  Dorchester  and  Mattapan  were  estimated  to  have 
nearly  50jOOO  Jews.   Only  1^,000  Jexjs  remain  in  these  areas. 
(A  Study  of  the  Jewish  Community  of  Greater  Boston,  p.  20) 

The  study  also  noted  that: 

Virtually  no  one  in  the  Jei^jish  population  m.oves  from  elsewhere  in 
the  metropolitan  Boston  area  to  the  Dorchester-Ilattapan  area. 
Recent  movers  here  -were  either  in-migtants  from  within  the  area, 
or  from  elsewhere  in  Nevj  England.   Dorchester-Mattapan  is  the  only 
area  v^ith  a  significant  influx  of  people  from  outside  the  United 
States.   (ibid,  p.  63) 

Eighty  percent  (80^J)  of  the  Jei-xish  community  in  Doi'chester  had 
lived  there  5  years  or  longer  in  I967  (ibid.  p.  59).   Thirty-Seven 
percent  (37/')  planned  to  move  within  2  years,  and  Seventeen  percent  (17/^) 
were  uncertain  about  mioving.   (ibid,  p.  61) 

The  enrollment  at  Hecht  House  has  declined  proportionately.   Attached 
are  tables  which  indicate  racial  and  religious  membership  frora  1959-1968, 
and  enrollment  in  Hebre^^^  schools  in  the  service  area. 

The  white  Catholic  community  in  the  service  area  has  also  declined. 
Two  (2)  of  the  parishes  in  the  service  area,  St.  Leo's  and  St.  Matthew's, 
lost  members  during  the  last  5  years.   St.  Leo's,  whose  pastor  is  the 
President  of  the  Lena  Park  Housing  Develq^ment  Corporation,  has  dropped  from 
1,500  to  500  families.   Of  these,  350  families  are  black.   St.  Matthew's 
has  dropped  from  2,000  to  about  1,^400  families.   The  third  parish  in  the 
area,  St.  Angela's,  has  maintained  approximately  the  same  membership. 

B.  The  Imigrants  to  Dorchester 

The  imigrants  to  Dorchester  are  primarily  nonvjhite,  although  groups 
from  other  areas  are  also  moving  into  the  area.   The  nonwhite  population, 
as  we  indicated  earlier,  is  estimated  to  have  increased  tenfold  during  the 
ten  year  period  between  the  I95O  and  196O  census.   This  increase,  which  has 
accelerated  in  the  9  years  since  the  last  census,  coincides  vjith  the  declin- 
ing total  population  to  produce  a  community  which  has  a  nevj  and  sizeable 
nonwhite  coirununity. 
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Dorchester  has  received  at  least  2,900  people  from  the  VJashington 
Park  and  South  End  urban  renevral  projects.  The  South  End  project  will 
displace  7,500  people,  by  official  action  alone,  without  counting  those 
people  vjho  move  by  themselves  as  rents  go  up  in  the  project  area. 
Gne^Thousand  Three  Hundred  and  Twelve  (1,312)  people,  17.5/8  of  the 
7,500,  are  know^n  to  have  moved  to  Dorchester.   ("Report  on  South  End 
Urban  Renewal  Plan  for  Boston  City  Council  Hearing,"  Urban  Planning 
Aid,  p.  29)  1,600  people  are  estim.ated  to  have  moved  to  Dorchester 
from  the  V/ashington  Park  urban  renewal  project,  during  the  last  7  years. 
(Conversation  with  relocation  worker,  VJashington  Park  Site  Office,  I/IO/69. 
Displacement  for  the  Inner  Belt  has  begun,  and  we  can  assume  that  many 
more  people  will  move  to  Dorchester  in  order  to  make  room  for  that  highway. 
Since  displacement  for  public  projects  traditionally  affects  low- income  people, 
we  can  assume  that  most  of  the  displaced  people  moving  to  Dorchester  are 
poor.   Knowing  the  nature  of  the  displacement  from,  the  South  End  and 
Washington  Park  conimunities,  wc  can  also  assume  that  most  of  the  displaced 
people  are  nonwhite, 

C.   Various  Serxdce  Systems 

The  Boston  Public  School  System,  the  Public  VJelfare  Departm.ent,  and 
the  private  social  service  agencies  operating  in  the  service  area  have 
contributed  data  on  their  clientele  in  the  service  area.  VJe  will  summarize 
them  here. 

1.  The  Boston  Public  School  System,  which  conducts  a  racial  census 
in  order  to  calculate  the  "racial  imbalance"  in  the  schools, 
shows  that  66.6^  of  the  children  attending  Grades  1-3  in  the 
service  ai'ea  are  nonvmite.   Other  statistics,  presented  in 

Table  3,  show  that  the  elementary  shcools  in  the  area  have  received 
large  numbers  of  nonwhite  children,  and  have  either  lost 
Caucasian  enrollment  or  maintained  the  same  niunbers.   In  some 
schools,  the  change  in  enrollment  is  as  much  as  ^1-^.5/^  of  the 
1965  nonwhite  enrollment. 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  nonwhite  children  make  up  31^  of  all  K-8 
pupils.   No  figures  are  available  at  this  time  for  changes  in 
High  School  enrollment  and  racial  distribution. 

2.  The  Boston  Public  Welfare  Department 

The  Boston  Public  VJelfare  Department  has  presented  figures  on  the  case- 
load of  offices  in  the  servi-ce  area.   They  are  as  follox^s:

A  central  facility  to  house  a  broad  program  of  health,  recreational, 
social  and  other  community  ser\d.ces  is  necessary  in  this  area.   The 
proposed  combinations  of  services  can  only  be  provided  adequately  if  they 
are  housed  together  with  centralized  plans  for  administration  and 
coordination. 

The  proposed  facility  —  YI'IHA-Hecht  House,  to  be  called  the  Lena  Park 
Coinmunity  Service  Center  -•-  is  the  only  facility  in  this  area  suitable  to 
house  such  a  combination  of  services.   The  building  is  centrally  located 
in  the  area.   There  is  no  other  building  facility  which  could  house  even  a 
significant  part  of  such  services.   There  is  no  organized  plan  for  delivery 
of  such  a  combination  of  services  through  any  other  agencies  or  organizations. 

The  activities  and  services  to  be  provided  by  the  neighborhood  facility, 
which  are  outlined  in  Section  NF  123,  ii^  part  represent  a  grouping  of 
existing  services  provided  in  this  section  of  Dorchester  which  can  be  better 
coordinated  and  better  adroinistered  in  one  facility.   In  addition,  such  a 
centrally  organized  and  directed  program  will  be  in  a  position  to  attract 
additional  resources,  and  public  and  voluntary  funding,  from  city,  state 
and  national  levels.   For  example  several  programs,  clearly  identified, 
which  will  be  getting  increased  funding  from  state  and  federal  sources, 
are  so  designed  that  they  x\rill  be  provided  in  low- income,  high- problem  areas 
where  there  are  combinations  of  resources  to  guarantee  reasonable  delivery  of 
services. 

Within  such  a  facility,  for  example,  could  be  located  a  public  vjelfare 
department  services  centei-,  centers  for  vocational  rehabilitation  and 
retardation  services  and  a  center  in  which  a  community  comprehensive  child 
care  program  could  be  provided  in  accordance  with  new  regulations  from  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare.   In  the  absence  of  such  a 
comm.unity  facility  such  activities  and  services  might  not  be  provided  in 
the  area  in  that  there  could  be  no  guarantee  of  adequate,  coordinated, 
comprehensive  delivery.

United  Comnnjnity  Services  of  Metropolitan  Boston  endorses 
the  propo.-ial  for  the  Lena  Park  Neighborhood  Service  Center. 

A  special  United  ComnTjnity  Services  A.d  F.oc  Committee 
during  the  past  year  and  a  half  has  had  the  charge  of  reviewing 
health  and  v;elfare  needs  in  low- income!  inner  city  neighborhoods. 
This  committee,  and  the  staff  task  force  working  v.'ith  it,  clearly 
identified  the  Blue  Hill  Avenue  section  of  Dorchester,  which  is 
the  Lena  Park  Neighborhood  Service  Center  area,  as  having  the 
highest  incidence  of  health  and  v/elfare  problems  in  the  city  at 
the  present  time.   The  neighborhood  is  changing  rapidly  from 
middle  class  v.'hite  to  lower  cla.'^s  Negro  and  Puerto  Rican  population. 
Public  school  enrollment  figures,  public  assistance  case  load 
patterns  and  other  data  gathered  v^ithin  the  past  year  indicate 
a  very  rapid  change.   This  neighborhood  currently  is  going  through 
a  change  very  similar  to  that  ^/hich  took  place  in  Roxbury  in  the 
early  1950's. 

We  believe  that  the  establishment  of  this  neighborhood  service 
center  can  be  of  tremendous  assistance  in  stabilizing  a  rapidly 
changing  neighborhood.   Many  of  our  miem.ber  agencies  have  expressed 
real  interest  and  willingness  to  develop  additional  needed  services 
in  this  neighborhood. 

Presently  three  of  the  senior  staff  members  of  United  Community 
Services  are  devoting  a  large  portion  of  their  time  to  working  with 
task  force."  representing  interested  agencies  and  coiKinintty  leadership 
in  the  Lena  Park  Neighborhood  area  on  planning  and  program 
development.

I  just  finished  a  conversation  with  Paul  Lareau,  one  of  the  attorneys 
for  B.R.A.   He  tells  me  that  he  had  some  serious  discussions  with 
Mrs.  Lois  Alexander,  Regional  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Facilities 
Bureau.   She  is  urging  us  to  get  an  official  application  in  as  soon 
as  possible,  incomplete  as  it  may  be.   Accordingly,  v/e  both  agreed 
that  v;hat  should  happen  next  is  for  the  Task  Force  to  revise  the 
original  proposal  immediately  and  have  it  ready  for  submission  to 
the  April  meeting  of  the  B.R.A.  and  then  to  VJashington. 

My  suggestion  is  that  v/e  indicate  those  areas  of  planning  that  are 
incomplete  or  in  process,  as  v;ell  as  those  areas  in  v/hich  there  are 
firm  commitments.   Since  Gillie  Terry  did  such  a  good  job  in  pulling 
the  other  proposal  together,  I  suggest  we  revise  it  under  her  general 
chairmanship  and  imnediately  begin  the  process.   V7e  should  have  a

The  proposed  Lena  Park  Neighborhood  Service 
Center  (LPNSC)  is  part  of  a  unique  aooroach  to 
the  problems  of  Inner  City  neighborhoods.   Not 
only  are  comprehensive  social  services  bein^^- 
planned  for  the  li5,000  people  living  in  the° 
western  part  of  Dorchester,  but  also  350-[iOO 
units  ^  of  low-  and  middle-income  housing  v;ill 
be  built,  and  businesses  along  Blue  Hill 
Avenue  v/ill  be  rehabilitated. 

MOST  IMPORTANT,  THE  PEOPLE  LIVING  IN  THE 
AREA  V/ILL  BE  INVOLVED  IN  THE  DESIGN,  DEVELOP- 
MEI'IT  AND  DELIVERY  OP  SOCIAL  SERVICES  V/HICH 
THEY  USE. 

At  this  time,  the  Lena  Park  Housing  Develoo- 
ment  Corporation,  a  nonprofit  corporation  made" 
up  of  neighborhood  residents,  is  requesting  funds 
from  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment's (HUD)  Neighborhood  Facility  grants,  to 
purchase  YT-IHA-Hecht  House  and  equip  it  as  a 
neighborhood  multiservice  center,  'it  will  be 
next  to  a  35O-/4.OO  unit  development  of  221d3  and 
236   housing,  also  sponsored  by  HUD  and  LPHDC. 
The  LPNSC  will  serve  not  only  the  people  v;ho 
move  into  the  new  housing  but  also  the  people 
who  live  in  existir^  housing  in  the  area. 

At  present,  people  living  here  have  to  find 
services  as  best  they  can  --  often  making  long 
and  expensive  taxi  trips  across  tovni,  to  clinics 
with  fragmented  and  inadequate  services.   Now 
these  same  people  will  be  able  to  suggest  the 
manner  in  which  services  will  be  provided;  in 
many  cases  they  will  also  participate  in  the 
actual  service  programs. 
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The  benefits  of  decentralized  services  are 
v/idely  recognized,  as  are  the  benefits  of  coordi- 
nated, comprehensive  services;  it  is  also  recog- 
nized that  people  have  a  right  to  decent  and 
thorough  health  care. 

THIS  APPROACH  ALSO  RECOGNIZES  THAT  PEOPLE  HAVE 
A  RIGHT  TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  THE  DEVELOPMENT  MD 
DIRECTION  OP  SERVICES  THAT  AFFECT  THEIR  LIVES. 

.  The  activities  and  services  to  be  provided 
by  the  LPNSC  vjill  in  part  represent  a  grouping 
of  existing  services  provided  in  this  section 
of  Dorchester,  v/hich  can  be  better  coordinated 
an.d  better  administered  in  one  facility.   In 
addition,  such  a  centrally  organized  and  directed 
program  v;ill  be  in  a  position  to  attract  additional 
resources  and  public  and  voluntary  funding  from 
city,  state  and  national  levels.   For  example, 
several  programs  v;hich  will  be  getting  increased 
funding  from  state  and  federal  sources,  are  so 
designed  that  they  v;ill  be  provided  in  lov;-income 
high-problem  areas  x-;here  there  are  combinations 
of  resources  to  guarantee  reasonable  delivery  of 
services.   For  example,  within  such  a  facility 
could  be  located  a  public  v/elfare  department 
services  center, .  centers  for  vocational  rehabi- 
litation and  retardation  services,  and  a  center 
in  v;hich  a  community  comprehensive  child  care 
program  could  be  provided,  in  accordance  with 
new  regulations  from  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare.

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A.  The  Lena  Park  Deve-lopment 

The  Lena  Park  Development  represents  a 
vinique  combination  of  efforts  in  the  production 
of  housing,  neighborhood  services  and  rehabi- 
litation of  local  businesses.   And,  as  v;e 
said  earlier,  it  has  grovm.  out  of  a  unique 
approach  to  local  planning  and  direction.   The 
development  is  more  significant  in  viev;  of  the 
location  of  Lena  Park:   it  is  in  an  area  which 
has  undergone  radical  changes  during  the  last 
10  years,  as  thousands  of  poor  families  -- 
Black,  Puerto  Rican,  Gypsy,  Nova  Scotian  and 
others  --  have  moved  into  an  area  vjhich  was 
formerly  a  predominantly  middle-class  Jevrish 
comrau.nity.   The  Lena  Park  Development  V7ill  be 
meeting  the  needs  of  this  comm-unity  as  they 
arise 

Major  investments  will  come  from  the  follov;- 
ing  sources: 

1.  V/estinghouse  Corporation,  through  its 
Urban  Systetas  Lab,  is  providing  $60,000 

of  seed  money  for  the  housing  development. 

2.  FHA  has  approved  financing  for  the  Lena 
Park  Housing  Development  Corporation  to 
build  the  35O-I4.OO  units  under  the  221d3 

and  236  HUD  programs.  Rent  supplement  funds 
will  enable  these  vmits  to  be  rented  to  lov;- 
income  families. 

3.  HUD  funds,  if  approved,  vjill  allov;  the 
acquisition  of  Hecht  House  for  a  Neighbor- 
hood Service  Center. 

I4..    Program  investments  v;ill  come  from  a  var- 
•  iety  of  public  and  private  sources,  to  pro- 
vide comprehensive  services  for  health, 
family  services  and  recreation  in  the  neiij 
center.

The  Boston  Model  Cities  Board,  and  the  Area 
6  Model  Cities  Board  (whose  service  area  forms 
part  of  the  Lena  Park  Neighborhood  Service  Center 
area)  have  both  endorsed  the  proposal  for  the 
LPNSC. 

A  professional  task  force  has  been  working  since 
eajc'ly  December  to  prepare  material  for  the  docu- 
ments of  application,  and  is  now  working  to  organ- 
ize the  planning  and  integration  of  services  in 
the  LPNSC.   The  task  force  consists  of  3  working 
groups  and  an  advisory  committee.

The  Lena  Park  Housing  Development 
Corporation  was  formed  in  1965  ,  as  a 
nonprofit  sponsor  for  the  housing.

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D.  Descri-otion  of  YI-IHA-Hecht  House 


LPNSC  will  be  housed  In  YI'IHA-Hecht  House,  now 
a  meKber  agency  of  the  Associated  Jewi-h  Coraniunity 
Centers  of  Greater  Boston.   It  has  been  used  as 
a  community  facility  by  a  nonprofit  sectarian 
agency  as  its  central  leisure  time  comraunity 
service  facility.   The  building  is  in  excellent 
condition  arid  has  been  meticulously  maintained. 

The  original  portion  of  the  building  was 
built  in  1910  as  an  orphan  home.   Around  I93O 
it  was  renovated  into  a  neighborhood  settlement 
house  with  about  [[.90,000  cubic  feet.   In  1959 
a  new  wing  v;as  added  with  about  31^.3,000  cubic 
feet  and  the  original  building  was  com.pletely 
redone  to  make  an  integrated  whole.   The 
building  meets  all  city  fire,  safety  and 
health  code  requirements.   It  also  meets 
specifications  for  a  Daycai-^e  facility. 

Bluepi'ints  of  the  structure  can  be 
made  available. 

Hecht  House  is  located  near  3  public  housing 
projects:  Franklin  Hill  Avenue,  375  family  units; 
Franklin  Field,  50l|-  family  units;  Ames  Street, 
80  ujtiits  for  the  elderly.   It  is  2  blocks  from 
a  public  transit  line  along  Blue  Hill  Avenue, 
and  it  is  on  a  major  street,  American  Legion 
Highway.   Tliis  means  it  will  be  accessible  to 
a  large  population  in  Dorchester.   In  spite  of 
the  increased  need  for  improved  social  services, 
the  area  is  neither  an  urban  rene;-jal  n^'r  a 
code  enforcement  area,  nor  it  is  all  v/lthin  the 
Model  Cities  area.   (The  northernmost  section 
is' in  Model  Cities  Ar-ea  6,) 
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E,  Description  of  area 

This  section  of  Boston  is  nov;  receiving  large 
numbers  of  poor  Black  families,  as  vrell  as  poor 
Puerto  Rican,  Gypsy  and  Nova  Scotian  and  Haitian 
families.   It  was  once  a  predominantly  Je;;ish 
area,  and  Hecht  House  enrolled  5000  people  and 
served  several  thousand  more.   Its  enrollment 
has  nov;  dropped  by  half,  as  more  affluent 
Jev/ish  families  have  moved  out  to  the  suburbs, 
and  families  with  different  needs  have  m.oved 
into  the  area. 

Dorchester  has  received  at  least  2900 
people  from  the  VJashington  Park  and  South  End 
urban  renewal  projects.   Nov:  that  displacement 
for  the  Inner  Belt  has  begun,  vie   can  assume  that 
many  more  people  ;-;ill  move  to  Dorchester  in 
order  to  make  room  for  the  highvjay. 

This  area  nov;  has  the  greatest  concentration 
of  poor  families  and  bad  housing  in  Boston.

The  proposed  Lena  Park  Coirjnunity  Center  is  consistent  with  both 
physical  and  social  plans  for  the  City  of  Boston,  as  expressed  in  its 
1965- 1975  General  Plan,  adopted  on  December  17,  196^,  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City's  official  planning  agency. 

Under  the  land  use  provisions  of  the  General  Plan  the  area  to  be 
served  by  the  proposed  facility  is  expected  to  i-etain  its  present  pattern 
of  residential  use  bordered  by  large  tracts  of  park  land.   The  residential 
character  of  the  area  will  be  reinforced  by  plans  of  the  Lena  Park  Housing 
Corporation  to  construct  350-'^00  units  of  low-  and  moderate-rental  housing, 
under  the  221  (d)(3)  and  236  programs  of  HIID,  and  to  rehabilitate  many 
older  residential  and  coraraercial  structures  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  proposed  center. 

Under  provisions  concerning  the  development  of  humian  resources  the 
General  Plan  encourages  the  cooperation  of  public  and  private  agencies  and 
local  citizens  to  break  down  discrimination  barriers  and  to  expand  social, 
economic  and  educational  opportunities  for  all  residents  in  the  city.   The 
proposed  multifaceted  center  offers  an  effective  means  for  combining  the 
resources  of  local,  public  and  private  agencies  with  the  talents  and 
energies  of  community  residents  in  efforts  to  strive  toward  these  ends. 

Situated  at  the  southern  tip  of  Boston's  Model  Cities  area  (and 
including  Model  Cities  neighborhod  No,  6),  the  proposed  Center  lies  directly 
within  the  path  of  migration  of  lower  income  Afro-Am«rican  and  Puerto  Rican 
families  from  the  Roxbu'ry  section  of  the  city.   The  services  to  be  provided 
by  this  Center,  if  initiated  now,  can  be  expected  to  be  important  elements 
for  easing  the  tensions  and  strains  which  tend  to  arise  in  neighborhoods 
undergoing  changes  in  racial  and  ethnic  composition.

DESCRIPTION  OF  FACILITY  CODE  NO.  l^IF  120 


The  facility  which  the  Lena  Park  Housing  Development  Corporation 
proposes  to  purchase  and  develop  as  a  multiservice  center  is  one  of  the 
finest  of  its  kind  in  the  greater  Boston  area.   It  has  been  used  as  a 
community  facility  by  a  nonprofit  sectarian  agency^  as  it's  central  leisure- 
time/coimnunity  service  facility.   The  building  is  in  an  excellent  state  of 
repair  and  has  been  m.eticulously  maintained. 

The  original  portion  of  the  building  was  erected  in  1910  as  an  orphan 
home.   In  1930  it  was  renovated  into  a  neighborhood/settlement  house  with 
about  490^000  cubic  feet.   In  1959-1950  a  new  wing  was  added  with  about 
343,000  cubic  feet  and  the  original  building  v/as  completely  redone  to  make 
an  integrated  whole.  The  building  meets  all  city  fire,  safety  and  health 
code  requirements. 

The  current  facility,  with  835,600  cubic  feet,  can  probably  meet  most 
of  the  program  needs  of  the  Lena  Park  Cormnunity  Service  Center.   As  we  have 
explained  more  fully  in  Section  NF  123,  Attachment  1,  some  additions  and 
interior  alterations  will  be  required  to  make  the  place  suitable  for  a  modern 
comprehensive  health  program. 

Blue  prints  (made  in  1S60)  of  the  entire  structure  are  included  in  a 
separate  binder,  v;hich  v/as  submitted  to  the  Regional  Office  of  HUD,  to 
Mrs.  Lois  Alexander's  Office,  on  January  14,  1969  by  Mrs.  Doris  Graham.

The  system  of  services  actually  to  be  provided  in  the  Center  is  novj 
being  developed  through  working  meetings  betv/een  neighborhood  residents 
and  professionals  in  the  community.   Activities  and  services  proposed 
for  the  Center  have  been  divided  into  3  areas:  Health,  Recreation,  and 
Family  Services.   Reports  from  each  of  the  3  groups  are  attached  here. 

Action  for  Boston  CorrLmunity  Development  (ABCD),  the  city's  antipoverty 
agency,  is  providing  the  overall  coordination  of  the  3  groups.   A  proposal 
has  been  submitted  to  several  local  funds  for  money  with  which  to  hire  a 
Planning  Director,  and  to  pay  a  stipend  to  com.munity  participants  for  the 
time  they  spend  in  planning  mieetings. 

As  many  agency  representatives  noted  in  the  February  18  meeting*  we 
are  at  an  opportune  time  in  this  area,  to  work  out  a  coordinated  service 
program.   At  present  services  are  fragmented  and  inadequate,  for  people 
in  this  area.   For  example,  at  the  initial  meetings  with  community  people, 
they  have  said  that  they  badly  need:   a  place  for  kids  to  go  -  after 
school,  on  weekends  and  in  the  summer;  a  place  for  old  people  to  go  for 
both  services  and  recreation;  an  overall  health  program,  in  the  neighborhood 
itself,  for  every  member  of  a  family.   This  kind  of  need  indicates  the  kind 
of  planning  which  m.ust  be  done,  and  several  city-wide  service  institutions 
have  begun  to  work  tox-iard  providing  such  service.   They  are  ready  to  work 
toward  providing  such  service.   They  are  ready  to  work  out  a  decentralized, 
comprehensive  social  service  program,  and  to  involve  themselves  actively 
with  other  agencies  in  the  area. 

The  planning  for  the  Lena  Park  Community  Service  Center  represents  an 
effort  not  only  to  plan  services  for  the  Center  but  also  to  develop  service 
planning  throughout  the  community.

Attachment  1:   Statement  on  Health  Planning  Task  Force 


The  projected  health  component  for  the  raulti- service  center  being 
planned  for  the  North  Dorchester  coinmunity  of  Boston  —  employing  Hecht 
House  (to  be  called  the  Lena  Park  Community  Service  Center)  as  its 
physical  base  --  is  conceived  of  as  providing  a  broad  range  of  personal 
and  community  health  services  to  residents  of  the  community  within  the 
multi- service  center  itself.   The  specific  nature  of  these  services  will 
not  be  finally  determined,  hoviever,  until  a  special  "health  task  force" 
--  representing  both  residents  of  the  community  and  providers  of  service  -- 
has  had  a  chance  to  meet  together  for  the  purpose  of  developing,  on  the 
basis  of  mutual  interchange  of  ideas,  a  "package"  of  services  that  it 
would  be  both  desirable  (in  tenas  of  comjriunity  needs)  and  feasible  (in 
terms  of  provider  resources)  to  offer  in  this  setting. 

Once  the  "package"  has  been  developed  and  before  its  implementation, 
a  series  of  neighborhood  m.eetings  to  review  and  suggest  changes  is  deemed 
essential.   This  "conmunity  reviex\r"  of  "the  package"  is  essential  to 
insuring  a  viable  program..   Although  residents  of  the  comrn.unity  will 
participate  in  the  special  "health  task  force",  a  more  general  opportunity 
for  the  population  of  the  proposed  service  area  to  understand  and  be 
involved  must  be  built  into  the  development  of  the  projected  healtVi 
component. 

It  is  important  to  state  in  this  context  that  although  a  considerable 
amount  of  floor  space  is  available  in  the  Lena  Park  Community  Service 
Center  (LPCSC),  it  may  be  necessary  —  depending  on  the  demands  for  space 
of  non-health  components  of  the  center's  program,  as  vjell  as  on  the  scope 
of  the  health  services  contemplated  for  the  center  --  to  construct  an 
additional  wing  to  the  LPCSC  as  part  of  the  planning  for  the  proposed 
center.   If  financing  for  such  construction  can  be  provided  for  within  the 
framework  of  the  plan  for  the  center,  there  are  reasons  related  to  the 
provision  of  the  center's  health  services  themselves  that  would  further 
justify  this  added  wing.   For  example,  if  disabled  persons  of  various 
categories  are  to  receive  service  in  the  center,  it  will  be  necessaiy  to 
arrange  for  easy   accessibility  of  these  services  tb  such  persons.   Many  of 
the  latter  may  be  cardiac  or  arthritic  patients  for  whom  staircllmbing 
would  be  contra-indicated.   Yet  the  best  space  in  the  existing  facility 
for  the  health- service  set-up  would  be  on  the  upper  two  floors,  where  there 
are  many  small  rooms  that  can  be  converted  to  examining  and  dressing  rooms. 
An  elevator  would  have  to  be  installed  in  the  facility  to  make  it  really 
accessible  to  patients  with  the  kinds  of  disabilities  referred  to;  or, 
one  or  more  of  the  large  rooms  on  the  first  floor  would  have  to  be  partitioned 
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off  to  provide  the  necessary  small  rooms  for  examination.   A  new  wing,  on 
the  other  hand,  could  be  built  with  due  regard  to  the  prospective  health 
services  to  be  offered,  and  would  have  the  proper  ramps  and  other  pro- 
visions to  accomodate  the  disabled  and  the  elderly  conveniently. 

There  are  ^4-  points  of  basic  philosophy  underlying  the  projected 
health  program  for  this  center  that  need  to  be  emphasized: 

1.  the  recognition  of  the  crucial  role  of  the  health  consumer 
in  planning  and  program  development 

2.  coordination  at  the  neighborhood  level  of  presently  fragmented 
system  of  health  services  through  the  collaboration  of  existing 
health  agencies. 

3.  in  order  to  accomplish  the  second  objective,  it  is  envisioned 
that  one  general  hospital  --  because  of  the  back-up  and  stand-by 
services  it  ^^J■ill  have  abailable  to  reinforce  vjhatever  services 
can  be  provided  at  the  center  itself  —  will  assume  primary 
responsibility  for  operating  the  health  program  in  the  center. 
This  will  mean  that  all  the  health  agencies  involved  in  providing 
service  would  bo  expected  to  agree  to  accept  the  overall 
administrative  (not  necessarily  clinical)  supervision  by  the 
hospital  mutually  selected  by  the  task  force  for  this  role,  so  that 
the  center's  health  program  will  operate  smoothly. 

^■.      it  is  contemplated  that  those  health  and  related  services  novr 

being  rendered  in  the  local  community  by  other  agencies  (e.g.  Boston 
State  Hospital's  Neighborhood  Service  Center)  whether  in  temporary 
or  permanent  settings,  will  be  encouraged  to  dovetail  these  services 
with  those  to  be  provided  in  the  LPCSC  itself.   They  can  do  this 
by  either  moving  into  the  facility  (if  space  is  available)  or  by 
acting  as  "satellite"  service  foci  that  V7ill  bring  certain  segments 
of  the  center's  health  program  even  closer  to  various  groups  of 
residents. 

To  iriake  the  4  points  outlined  above  a  reality  will  not  be  simple. 
It  will  require  a  candid  mutual  assessmient  by  the  health  agencies  participat- 
ing in  thetask  force,  of  their  individual  strengths  and  competencies,  and  a 
willingness  to  subordinate  certain  aspects  of  agency  "autonomy"  to  the  over- 
all purposes  of  the  center's  health  program.   A  key  aspect  of  this  mutual 
assessment  will  obviously  be  the  participation  of  community  residents  in 
working  out  the  appropriate  role  for  different  agencies  in  I'elation  to  the 
health  program. 

Implicit  in  this  project,  in  addition,  is  the  idea  that  the  participant 
health  agencies  will  be  expected  to  use  some  of  their  existing  financial  and 
staff  resources  to  initiate  the  center's  health  program.   It  is  quite  clear, 
however,  that  the  relative  level  of  "comprehensiveness"  of  the  eventual  health 
service  "package"  will  depend  on  the  methods  and  sources  of  financing 
developed.   These  might  include  third-party  payments  through  Medicare, 
Medicaid,  and  VJelfai'e  Department. 
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United  Community  Serv-ices,  the  metropolitan  voluntary  helath  and 
welfare  planning  agency,  in  conjunction  with  Action  for  Boston  Community 
Development,  the  city's  antipoverty  agency  has  assigned  staff  to  vjork 
actively  with  the  group  responsible  for  planning  the  ne\-i   center.   The 
Director  of  Health  Planning  Activities  at  UCS  is  convening  the  task 
force.

A  task  force,  under  the  leadership  of  the  UCS  Planning  Staff, 
composed  of  voluntary  and  public  agencies  in  the  fields  of  family 
service  and  child  welfare  is  being  convened  to  design  a  program  which  will 
rest  upon  professional  services  contributed  by  the  voluntary  and  public 
agencies.

PART   I 


This  AGREEMENT,  consisting  of  Part  I  and  Part  II  (Foria  ?RID-6l88b) 
and  Part  III  (Form  HUD-6l88c),  entered  into  as  of  May,  1969,  by  and 
between  the  City  of  Boston  (herein  called  the  "Local  Public  Body")  and 
Lena  Park  Housing  Development  Corporation,  a  nonprofit  Corporation 
organized  and  existing  under  and  pursuant  to  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  (herein  called  the  "Organization"),  V/ITISSSETH  THAT: 

VJHEREAS,  the  Local  Public  Body  has  entered,  or  will  cniter,  into  a 
Neighborhood  Facilities  Grant  Contract  (herein  called  the  "Grant  Contract") 
with  the  United  States  of  America  actins  by  and  through  the "Secretary" ) 
providing  for  Federal  financial  assistance  under  Title  VII  of  the  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  Act  of  I965  for  a  project  (herein  called  the  "Project") 
having  as  its  pu_rpose  the  provision  of  a  neighborhood  facility;  and 

V.'HEREAS,  in  the  Grant  Contract,  the  following  understandings  have  been, 
or  will  be  stated: 

(i)  That  the  Project  v?ill  be  carried  out,  and  the  completed 
neighborhood  facility  will  be  owned  and  operated,  by  the 
Organization,  and 

(ii)  That  the  use  of  the  completed  neighborhood  facility  will 
be  subject  to  the  continuing  control  of  the  Local  Public 
Body  for  a  period  of  at  least  twenty  years  after  completion 
of  the  Project;  and 

V7HEREAS,  the  Local  Public  Body  and  the  Organization  desire  to  set 
forth  herein  their  mutual  rights  and  obligations  in  regard  to  the  carrying 
out  of  the  Project  and  the  opere,tion  of  the  neighborhood  facility: 

NOV/,  THEREFORS,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  convenants  and 
obligations  conto.ined  herein,  the  Local  Pu.blic  Body  and  the  Orge.nization 
do  agree  as  follows: 


SEC.  1.   TERM  OF  AGREEMENT  —  Unless  sooner  terminated,  this 
Agreement  shall  be  effective  from  the  date  hereinabove  first  written 
until  May,  1989,  Qpon  which  latter  date  this  Agreement  shall  terminate 
and  the  parties  shall  be  fully  released  from  any  further  obligations 
thereunder.   It  is  understood  that  either  party  may  terminate  this 
Agreement  if  the  Grant  Contract  is  not  executed  by  December  15,  1969. 

SEC.  2.   THE  PROJECT  —  The  Project  shall  consist  of  activities 
and  undertakings  necessary  to  provide  a  neighborhood  facility  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  "Neighborhood  Facility")  and  described  in 
that  certain  application  dated  May,  1969,  and  further  identified  as 
follows:  Neighborhood  Facilities  Appli'^ration  Part  I-II,  which 
application  is  duly  filed  at  the  following  location:   City  of  Boston, 
New  City  Hall,  Boston,  Massachu'-^etts ,  and  in  any  amendments  or 
addenda  to  that  aijplication  which  are  approved  by  the  Local  Public  Body, 
the  Organiiiation  and  the  Secretary  and  duly  filed  with  the  said 
application . 

SEC.  3.   ASSISTANCE  BY  LOCAL  PUBLIC  BODY:   The  Local  Public  Body 
shall  provide  no  assistance  to  the  Organization. 

SEC.  4.   SPECIAL  C0NDITI0N5  —  Any  changes  in  present  use  of 
adjacent  land  within  125  feet  of  outer  perimeter  of  the  structure 
housing  the  Neighborhood  Facility  shall  require  prior  written  a  proval 
of  the  Local  Public  Body.

suant to  regulations  of  the  Secretary  effectuating  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964 
(78  Stat.  241,  252).    The  Organization  will  not,  on  the  basis  of  race,  creed,  color  or 
national  origin,  deny  to  any  person  the  use,  benefits  or  services  provided  by  the  Neighbor- 
hood Facility,  nor  provide  any  use,  services  or  benefits  to  a  person  which  arc  different 
or  are  provided  in  a  different  manner  from  those  provided  to  others  under  the  same  program 
or  activity.    The  Otganization  will  not  adopt  rules,  regulations  or  practices  for  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Neighborhood  Facility  which  ore  discriminatory  in  nature.    The  Organization 
further  agrees  tlxit  it  will  not  enter  Into  any  lease  or  other  agreement  respecting  the  Neighbor- 
hood Facility  without  incorporating  into  such  lease  or  agreement  provlsloris  which  will  insure 
that  the  use  and  Occupancy,  and  the  provision  of  neighborhood  services  and  other  benefits, 
will  be  available  without  regard  to  race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin.    The  provisions 
of  this  subsection  hove  no  termination  dote  and  shall  be  effective  so  long  as  the  premises 
are  used  as  a  Neighborhood  Facility. 

d.    Encumbrances;  Taxes  and  Assessments.    —    The  Organization  will  not  voluntarily 
create,  cause,  or  allow  to  be  created  any  debt,  lien,  mortgage,  charge,  or  encumbrance 
ogainst  the  Neighborhood  Facility  which  in  any  way  will  impair  or  otherwise  adversely  ** 

affect  tlie  preservation  of  said  Focility  for  the  use  or  uses  set  out  in  this  Section.    The  Organi- 
zation will  from  time  to  time  duly  pay  and  dlscfrarge,  or  cause  to  be  paid  and  discharged  when 
\      tlio  same  become  due,  all  taxes,  assessments,  and  other  governmental  charges  which  are  law- 
•^      fully  imposed  upon  the  Neighborhood  Facility  and  which  if  unpaid  may  by  low  become  a  lion 
or  charge  upon  said  Facility  and  thereby  impair  or  otherwise  adversely  affect  the  holding  of 
said  Facility  for  the  use  or  uses  set  out  in  this  Section.

e.    Maintenance  and  Operation.    --    Tlio  Organization  will  at  all  times  keep  the 
Nclghborlxjod  Facility  in  good  and  safe  condition  and  repair  and  in  tho  occupancy,  main- 
tonanco  and  operation  thereof  will   comply  with  all  laws,  ordinances,  codes  and  regula- 
tions applicable  thereto.    Tho  Organization  shall  not  permit,  commit  or  suffer  waste  or 
Impairment  of  the  Neighborhood  Facility,  its  site,  or  any  part  thereof. 

SEC.  302.    SUBMISSION  OF  DOCUMENTS 

The  Organization  will  submit  to  the  Local  Public  Body  such  data,  reports  and  copies 
of  records  and  documents  relating  to  the  carrying  out  of  tho  Project  and  the  operation  of 
the  Neighborhood  Facility  as  the  Local  Public  Body  may  require.    Such  data,  reports  and 
copies  of  records  and  documents  shall  upon  submission  become  the  property  of  the  Local 
Public  Body. 

SEC.  303.    SAFEGUARDS  AGAINST  RISK 

During  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  the  Organization  shall  take  adequate  measures, 
in  accordance  with  requirements  of  the  Local  Public  Body,  to  safeguard  against  the 
following  risks: 

(1)  Damage  to  or  destruction  of  the  Neighborhood  Facility; 

(2)  Theft  or  loss  of  funds  or  equipment  provided  or  necessary  for  the  carrying  out 
of  the  Project  and  the  operation  of  the  Neighborhood  Facility; 

(3)  Liability  for  injuries  or  death  to  employees  of  the  Organization,  contractors 
and  subcontractors  and  to  any  other  f>ersons; 

(4)  Damage  due  to  failure  of  contractors  or  subcontractors  to  complete  their  perform- 
ance or  to  pay  laborers  and  materialmen. 

SEC.  304.    DESTRUaiON  OR  DAMAGE;  EMINENT  DOMAIN 

If  the  Neighborhood  Facility  is  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  so 
as  to  render  It  unusable,  or  if  the  Facility  Is  taken  by  the  exercise  of  eminent  domain, 
the  Local  Public  Body  may  elect  to  require  repayment  of  financial  assistance  extended 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement,  in  whole  or  In  part  as  may  be  appropriate. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  REMEDIES 


SEC.  401.    DEFAULT 

a.  Definition  of  Default.    —    If  Hie  Orgoiiization  violates  the  provisions  of  this 
AgrcemerTt  for  any  reason,  other  than  the  occurrence  of  circumstances  over  v/hich  it 

can  exercise  no  effective  control,  and  such  violation  shall  not  be  cured  or  remedied  within 
thirty  days  after  notice  thereof  by  the  Local  Public  Body,  the  said  violation  will  consti- 
tute a  default  under  thi^  Agreement. 

b.  Rights  and  Rimcdics.    —    Upon  the  occurrence  of  a  default,  then  so  Iopkj  as 
such  default  continues,  the  Local  Public  Body  will,  to  the  full  extent  permitted  by  law, 
hove  each  of  the  following  rights  and  remedies: 

(1)  The  rigiit  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  or  an  injunction  or  other  similar  relief  against 
the  Organization,  the  members  of  its  governing  body,  its  officers,  agents  or 
representatives; 

(2)  The  right  to  maintain  any  and  all  actions  at  law  or  suits  in  equity  or  other  proper 
proceedings  to  enforce  the  curing  or  remedying  of  such  default;

(3)  The  right  to  have  o  receiver  appointed  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to 
take  possession  of  the  Organization's  interest  in  any  real  or  personal  property 
constituting  part  of  the  Project  or  the  Neighborhood  Facility,  with  px)wer  in 
such  receiver,  on  behalf  of  the  Organization  so  long  as  shall  be  necessary  in 
order  to  cure  or  remedy  such  default,  or  as  the  court  may  deem  necessary  or 
proper  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  default: 

(a)    To  administer,  carry  on,  manage,  operate,  maintain,  complete  and 
other%vise  deal  with  the  Organization's  interest  In  the  Project  and 
the  Neighborhood  Facility  in  accordance  with  applicable  law  and 
this  Agreement; 

.(b)    To, collect,  receive,  safeguard,  expend  and  otherwise  deal  with, 
handle  or  apply.  In  accordance  with  applicable  low  and  this 
Agreement,  all  funds  available  and  becoming  available  to  the 
Organization  for  or  in  connection  with  the  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Project  and  the  Neighborhood  Facility;  and 

(c)    To  do  and  perform  any  and  all  such  other  acts  and  things  as  the 
court  may  deem  necessary  or  proper;  end 

(4)  The  right  to  withhold  payments  under  Section  3  of  Part  I  hereof. 

c.    Subsequent  Defaults.    —    The  Local  Public  Body  shall  have  the  same  rights 
and  remedies  provided  for  in  the  preceding  subsection  upon  the  occurrence  of  each 
default. 
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SEC.  402.    TERMINATION 

a.  Riglit  of  Local  Public  Body  to  Terminate  Agreement.    —    In  the  event  the 
Organization  violates  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  for  any  reason,  other  than  the 
occurrence  of  circumstances  over  which  it  can  exercise  no  effective  control,  and  such 
violation  shall  not  be,  cured  or  remedied  wiihin  sixty  days  after  notice -thereof  by 

the  Local  Public  Body,  in  addition  to  any  other  remedy  provided  for  In  this  Agreement, 
the  Local  Public  Body  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate  this  Agreement  by  written  notice 
duly  served  upon  the  Organization. 

b.  Rights  on  Termination.    —    Upon  termination  of  this  Agreement  pursuant  to 
the  preceding  subsection,  the  Local  Public  Body  shall  have  the  right: 

(1)  To  terminate  all  financial  and  other  assistance  herein  provided  for  to  the 
Project  and  the  Neighborhood  Facility; 

(2)  To  obtain  a  refund  from  the  Organization  of  the  full  amount  of  financial  assist- 
ance extended  pursuant  to  this  Agreement; 

(3)  In  the  event  any  real  property  formerly  owned  by  the  Local  Public  Ebdy  Is  being 
used  by  the  Organization  for  the  Project  and  the  Neighborhood  Facility,  to 
reenter  and  repossess  such  real  property,  together  with  any  buildings,  appurte- 
nances, improvements  and  fixtures  affixed  thereto,  without  process  of  law.    in 
sucli  event,  the  Organization  agrees  to  surrender  and  deliver  such  real  property, 
buildings,  appurtenances,  improvements  and  fixtures  peaceably  to  the  Local 
Public  Body  immediately.    It  Is  understood  and  agreed  that  upon  such  reentry 
and  repossession,  the  Organization  and  the  Local  Public  Body  shall  take 
immediate  action  to  arrange  for  reconveyance  of  the  properly  so  repossessed 

to  the  Local  Public  Body  or  for  conveyance  of  the  said  property  to  a  third 
party. 

(4)  To  Institute  any  actions  at  law,  suits  in  equity, or  other  proceedings  as  may  be 
appropriate  to  enforce  any  of  its  rights  under  this  subsection  and  as  may  be 
otherwise  appropriate;  and 

(5)  To  execute  and  record  on  file  among  the  public  land  records  of  the  jurisdiction 
in  which  this  Agreement  Is  executed,  a  written  decfaratlon  of  the  termination 
of  this  Agreement,  of  the  reentry  and  repossession  of  any  real  property  Involved 
by  the  Local  Public  Body,  and  of  the  Impending  reconveyance  or  conveyance  of 
such  real  property  on  account  of  such  termination.

We  have  been  given  the  rosponsiljility  by  our  parent  body, 
the  holder  of  legal  title,  of  taking  charge  of  the  dis- 
position of  the  Boston  YiMIIA-Hccht  House  property.   Tlie 
purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  record  our  intent  to  nego- 
tiate with  Lena  Park  Housing  Development  Incorporated  an 
agreement  for  the  sale  of  the  YMII7i-Hecht  House  buildings 
together  v;ith  api^roximatoly  five  acres  of  surrounding  land 

You  arc  interested  in  acquiring  this  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  using  the  land  to  build  apartment  houses  for  fami- 
lies of  low  and  moderate  income  and  vising  t"ne  YMUA-Hecht 
House  buildings  as  a  community  facility.   Our  discussions 
have  contemplated  the  sale  to  you  of  this  property  at  its 
fair  market  value  ajid,  for  purposes  of  determining  this 
fair  market  value,  v;e  are  having  a  valuation  made  up  by 
a  professional  appraiser  for  our  guidance. 

As  we  understand  it,  you  are  a  non-profit  corporation  and 
v/ill  make  the  housing  units  developed  by  you  available  on 
a  non-profit  basis.   Trie  riousing  units  will  be  financed 
under  Federal  Housing  Administration  mortgage  insurance 
programs  and  trie  acquisition  of  the  corrLiiunit.y  facility  is 
likely  to  be  financed  under  Section  703(a)  of  the  U.S. 
Housing  Act  of  1948,  as  amended  or  similar  governmental 
assistance  programs. 


For  the  purpose  of  enabling  you  to  make  feasibility  studies 
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of  your  proposed  project,  we  give  permission  to  you  and 
consultants  employed  by  you  to  enter  upon  the  site  to 
examine  it,  to  make  surveys,  obtain , topographical  data, 
make  borings,  and  obtain  pertinent  physical  data  con- 
cerning the  land  and  the  buildings.   Naturally,  such  in- 
spection is  to  be  carried  on  in  such  a  way  as  not  to 
damage  the  buildings  nor  disrupt  the  purposes  for  which 
they  are  used  and  you  arc  to  be  fully  responsible  for 
any  claims  for  injury  to  persons  or  property  resulting 
from  your  inspection  activities  and  will  indemnify  us 
against  any  such  claims.   In  addition,  any  agents  of 
the  Department  of  Mousing  and  Urban  Development  may  in- 
spect the  site  and  the  buildings  in  connection  with  the 
planning  of  your  project.   Before  making  your  feasibi- 
lity studies  and  inspections,  we  suggest  that  you  call

If,  wliilo  you  are  conducting  your  study  and  developing 
your  plans,  a  bona  fide  offer  is  received  by  us  from 
some  other  party  to  purchase  the  property,  you  are  to 
have  the  riglit  to  enter  into  a  binding  agreement  to 
buy  the  property  on  terms  no  less  favorable  to  pur- 
chaser during  a  period  of  twenty  days  folloiving  the 
date  on  wliich  v;e  communicate  to  you  the  principal 
terms  of  purchase  obtained  in  such  bona  fide  offer. 
In  any  event,  if  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agree- 
ment has  not  been  entered • into  with  your  organization 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  this  letter,  we 
will  feel  free  then  to  dispose  of  the  property  without 
any  right  of  first  refusal  to  you. 

You  will  appreciate  that  YMIIA-Kecht  House  perfonas 
important  services  to  the  coiruT.unity  in  v/hich  it  is 
located.   Your  plans,  therefore,  should  anticipate 
that  v;e  will  need  a  reasonable  period  of  transition 
to  phase  out  our  use  of  the  YMHA-Hecht  House  buildihgs. 

If  the  course  of  conduct  described  in  this  letter  ac- 
cords with  your  understanding,,  please  be  good  enough 
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to  return  to  us  one  of  the  enclosed  copies  countersigned 
by  you  in  the  place  indicated. 

V7e  think  your  project  can  make  a  substantial  contribu- 
tion to  the  welfeire  of  the  community  and  v/ill  bo  very 
pleased  if  you  keep  us  informed  of  your  progress  in  ob- 
taining the  necessary  financial  commitments  to  carry 
out  the  project.
